TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
HECKMONDWIKE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1943 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  district.  The 
Report  is  prepared  and  abbreviated  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  vacancy  of  Health  Visitor  was  temporarily  filled  by  Mrs. 
Parsons,  S.R  N , until  her  sudden  and  tragic  death  a few  weeks  after 
appointment.  Since  April  1st,  1943  the  post  has  been  held  by 
Miss  E.  Worthington,  S.R.N.  (H.V.  Cert.)  A junior  clerk  was 
appointed  in  October  to  the  office  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
serving  both  Mirfield  U.D.C.  and  your  authority. 

Salient  alterations  during  the  year  include  the  opening  of  a 
War-Time  Day  Nursery  at  Cemetery  Road,  with  accomodation  for 
forty  children  ; the  inauguration  of  a Post  Natal  Clinic  conducted 
monthly  by  Dr  Jervis.  Arrangements  were  approved  for  the 
transfer  early  in  1944  of  the  Infant  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  to 
Greenside  Clinic,  thus  centralising  all  Clinics  in  one  building. 

The  H ealth  Department  was  honoured  by  a visit  in  June 
from  the  Rt.  Hon.  Ernest  Brown,  M.P.,  then  Minister  of  Health, 
accompanied  by  Major  Woolley,  M.P. 

The  year  under  review  exhibits  good  statistical  returns. 
The  Birth  rate  is  lower  than  1942  ; the  Infantile  Mortality  was  a 
record.  The  Death  rate  for  an  industrial  town  (12.82)  was 
satisfactory.  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Pneumonia  showed  advances  on  the  previous  years,  all  factors 
which  tend  to  increase  morbidity  rates  in  the  population,  influenza 
of  a mild  type  was  widespread  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  ; only 
two  deaths  were  attributed  to  this  infection. 

The  standard  of  infant  care  is  high  ; the  tendency  for  this 
to  lapse  in  the  toddler  years  has  necessitated  the  opening  of  a 
Toddler’s  Clinic  (in  19  4). 

Only  amelioration  of  many  preventable  ailments  is  possible 
at  the  present  juncture  whilst  housing  progress  is  in  abeyance  and 
the  Health  Services  of  the  Country  await  reorganisation. 

My  acknowledgments  are  due  to  those  officials  who  kindly 
provided  me  with  returns  necessary  for  the  preparation  of  the 
Report.

B GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 


It  is  the  wish  of  the  Ministry  that  remarks  under  this  section 
should  be  confined  to  important  alterations,  rather  than  a recital  of 
long-standing  arrangements. 

A War  Time  Day  Nursery  was  opened  at  Cemetery  Road  on 
the  25th  of  August. 

Accomodation  is  available  for  forty  children.  Staff  includes 
Matron  (Mrs.  Mair,  S.R.N.),  Deputy  Matron  (Miss  Largey,  S.R.N.), 
a Nursery  Assistant,  Probationers  and  Domestic  Staff.  Hours  of  duty 
7 a.m.  to  7 p.m.  weekdays,  except  Saturday  7 a.m.  to  12  noon. 
Priority  of  admission  is  for  the  infants  aged  0 5 of  working  mothers; 
provision  is  usually  available  for  the  reception  of  children  when 
mothers  are  ( a ) ill,  ( b ) confined,  according  to  circumstances.  Charges 
1/-  daily  ; Saturday,  6d.  and  1/9  for  two  children. 

Three  meals  are  provided;  training  of  the  children  is  under- 
taken, and  the  Nursery  is  approved  by  the  N.S.C.N.  as  a training 
centre  for  children’s  nurses.  A training  scheme  for  Probationers  is  in 
operation,  which  qualifies  for  the  Nursery  Nurses’  Certificate. 

The  Nursery  is  well  sited  in  its  own  grounds — light,  airy  and 
fully  equipped.  The  enthusiasm  of  the  staff  and  many  voluntary 
helpers  here  must  be  commended.  In  particular  the  work  of  the 
Architect,  Mr.  Walshaw,  ■ and  the  valuable  help  of  the  Electrical 
Engineer,  Mr.  Taylor  merit  special  recognition

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  your 
Council  opened  in  September  a monthly  Clinic  for  Post-Natal  cases. 
The  Clinic  is  conducted  by  Dr.  Agnes  Jervis.  It  is  hoped  thereby  to 
relieve  in  some  measure  preventable  illness  in  women  and  promote 
good  health  in  future  confinements. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

During  1943,  the  Registrar  reported  registration  of  the  births 
of  116  infants  born  in  the  Home.  Parents  of  28  of  these  resided 
in  Heckmondwike,  and  88  elsewhere.  4 Still-births  occurred  in  the 
home ; the  parents  in  all  cases  did  not  reside  in  this  town. 
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I am  indebted  to  Dr.  Agnes  M.  Jarvis,  Medical  Officer  to  the

Sir, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Report  of  the 
work  of  the  Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics  for  the  year  1943. 

The  total  attendances  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  were  70, 
being  15  less  than  for  the  preceding  year.  This  may  be 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  Staincliffe  County  Hospital 
conducts  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic  for  booked  cases.  Arrangements 
have  now  been  made  whereby  Heckmondwike  cases  who  have 
booked  at  Staincliffe  County  Hospital,  will  attend  this  Ante- 
Natal  Clinic,  their  case  sheet  being  forwarded  to  Staincliffe  at 
the  termination  of  the  pregnancy. 

In  September  a Post-Natal  Clinic  of  one  session  per 
month  was  opened  and  has  amply  justified  itself  in  the  short 
period  it  has  been  in  operation  8 cases  attended,  all  of  which 
suffered  more  or  less  from  anaemia  and  debility  and  4 had 
displacement  of  the  Uterus,  a condition  common  here,  probably 
due  to  women  recently  confined,  either  carrying  their  infants  in 
arms  or  pushing  heavy  perambulators  up  and  and  down  this  hilly 
district. 

The  need  for  Dental  Treatment  has  been  stressed  in 
this  report  for  many  years,  and  in  September  an  arrangement 
was  made  whereby  the  services  of  a Dentist  were  secured,  the 
scale  of  payment  being  according  to  income  and  free  for  those 
below  a certain  minimum.  Several  mothers  have  already  taken 
advantage  of  this  provision. 

The  general  health  of  the  mothers  has  been  good  and 
all  seem  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  special  provision  made  by 
the  Government  for  their  welfare,  each  taking  up  the  full  ration 
of  milk,  eggs,  and  orange  juice  and  cod  liver  oil  tablets. 

Whenever  possible  the  District  Midwife  attends  the 
Clinic  with  her  cases  and  every  session  a written  report  on  each 
booked  case  is  sent  to  the  Matron  of  the  Heckmondwike 
Maternity  Home. 

I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  work  of 
Miss  Elsie  Worthington,  the  Health  Visitor,  for  her  loyal  service 
and  for  the  energetic  and  efficient  manner  in  which  she  pursues 
her  work.
